In such situation (without new inquiries), I decided to wait arriving of the Form bv 
post. But l received NOTHING! 

2 It Is very unusual: even with simple new direct National US Application, the answer Form arrives less 
than in one month. But here, it Is the same text (without ANY correction of International Application) 
wherein USPTO was o bliged automatically to accept Application for US National phase. But since 25 _ 
Sept. 04 (received Fax) (already two months!), 1 still do not have any juridical Form for Application with 
exemplary simplicity at beginning, that justly conflrmingly costs milliards.
